That the proſessed followers of Christ, espe- 
cially in our day and country, possees a large 
«hare of this world's riches, is apparent to the 
most casual observer. Subject to no persecu- 
- tions, relieved of the stigma which in the earlier 
history of the church attached to the Christian 
name, not liable to be despoiled of their goods 
because of loyalty to their divine Head, many 
of those enrolled under the banner of Jesus 
rank high as the posseasors of material wealth. 
A large number of those at.the head of our rail- 
road and canal corporations, our river and ocean 
steam navigation companies and shipping firms; 
many of those prominent either in the owner- 
Ship or the management of our great commercial 
houses, our telegraph and insurance companies; 
not a few of those who have achieved honorable 
distinetion as financiers, as bankers and brokers, 
as managers of our savings banks and trust com- 
panies ; not a few of those who conduct on a 
large scale our lumber, mining, manufacturing, 
and agricultural interests, profess allegiance to 
Him whose is the earth and the falness thereof, 
to whom belong alike the silver and the gold, 
and the cattle upon à thousand hills. 
From those owning broad acres of the richest 
«oil on which our great staples are grown; from 
those in our large cities owning plots of land on 
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manage our great public works; from engineers, 
architects, lawyers, physi authors, lectur- 
ers, editors, men of letters, men of science, may 
be selected many bearing the Christian name, to 
whom God has given in greater or less degree 
the riches of this world.

Men in becoming Christians are not to forget 
that they are citizens, and that they shonld seek 
by all the means within their power the tempo- 
ral welfare of those about them, and the highest 
good of the commonwealth. If prevention be 
better than cure; if by encouraging benevolent 
gocieties we can convert youthful vagrants, dan- 
gerous to the well-being of Society, into orderly 
boys and girls ; if by the ing of hospitals 
and asylums the miseries of our fellow-men may 
be alleviated, and their comfort and happiness 
enhanced; if by the support of our missionary 
organizations the sum of ignorance, vice, immo- 
rality, and crime may directly or indirectly be 
materially lessened, and the number of prisoners 
in our penitentiaries thus be ultimately reduced ; 
if through the healthful influences disseminated 
from our schools of learning, in which Christ is 
honored, respect for law, love for order and 
public security shall be inspired ; if by establish- 


for those who cannot or will not pay for them, 
we can create in the unlettered a thirst for use- 
ful knowledge, and a desire to know something 
of their relations to the government that pro- 
tects them; if by the preaching of the gospel 
the tendency to fraud, commercial dishonesty, 
and reckless speculation shall be counteracted in 
worldly men, their consciences on questions of 
morality be educated, and their taste for what is 
refining be cultivated, —we, as Christian citizens, 
on the score of humanity and public spirit, 
as guardians of the stability of our repub- 
lican institutions, are bound to give liberally 
of our means for the furtherance of these 
ends. 
But the obligation to honor the Lord with 
our substance, and with the first fruits of our 
increase, springs chiefly from the consideration 
that we are his profezxed children; that we are 
not our own ; that we are the acknowledged dis- 
ciples of Him who has redeemed us with his 
own precious blood ; that all we are and all we 
have of time, talent, influence, and estate, be- 
long to him Zthat we are simply stewards of 
that with which we are intrusted, and com- 
manded by our blessed Lord to occupy till he 
He certainly studies the New Testament 
ittle purpose, and comprehends imperfectly 
the spirit of its teaching with regard to money, 
who dares question the fact that it is to be sa- 
oredly devoted to the advancement of Christ's 
kingdom in the earth. Freely we have received, 
freely we are to give. 

The injunction of Jesus that the gospel be 
preached to every creature, and that we care for 
the poor ; the example of those whose gifts and 
sacrifices are recorded in the Acts and in the 
Epistles; the dangers incurred by those who 
will be rich, and who thereby fall into tempta- 
tion and a enare, and into many foolish and hurt- 
ful lusts which drown men in destruction and 
perdition; the warnings against selfishness, 
against the love of money as the root of all evil, 
which while some coveted after, they have erred

with many sorrows; the empbatic denunciation 
of covetousness and avarice, and the classing of 
them with adultery, murder, and other deadly 
sins,—all conspire to impress indelibly upon us x 
sense of the responsibility of possessing wealth, 
and'the obligation to use it for the glory of the 
Master. 

Foreible, in view of the perils just named, is 
the injunction of the apostle Paul to the mini- 
ters of Christ, that they charge them who are 
rich in this world that they be not high- minded, 
nor trust in uncertain riches, but in the living 


God, who giveth us richly all things to enjoy; 


that they do good, that they be rich in good 
works, ready to distribute, willing to communi- 
cate, laying up in store for themselves a good 
foundation against the time to come. 


4. The advantages to be derived from dis charg 
ing the obligations. 

Temporal prosperity, though a low ground 
from which Christians should view the matter, 
is, I believe, often xecured by a liberal us of our 
earthly possessions in the cause of God and hu- 
manity. And if we cherished a more hearty 
belief in the declarations of Scripture, that God 
exercises a direct supervision in the every-day 
affairs of men, that he lifts up one and puts 
down another, that the liberal soul shall be 
made fat, that he that watereth «hall himself be 
watered, that he that soweth liberally shall reap 
bountifully, we should oftener find out contribu- 
tions more commensurate with our ability to 
give. In direct connection with this may be 
mentioned the habits of system, order, and 
painstaking in the management of our temporal 
affairs, engendered by the reflection that we are 
laboring day by day for the achievement of noble 
ends, and that in the pursuit of these ends we 
have a right to expect God will bestow his guid- 
ance and blessing. Rarely, if ever, do we hear 
of charches, liberal in their support of the ob 
jects to which they are pledged, and bestowing 
more upon those who are about them than upon 
themselves, experiencing temporal reverses, or 
becoming extinct. As it is with churches in this 
respect, 80 I believe it is with individuals. Sei- 
dom do we hear of men who spend more upon 
others than upon themselves and their families — 
who give conscientiously, systematically, and 
largely, according to the measure of their abil- 
ity, to their various charities— failing in bus- 
ness. We cannot say that this is always 80; 
bat it may be stated as a general trath, that the 
Lord looks with signal favor upon those whose 
property is devoted to the promotion of his 
glory ; while he not unfrequently takes it from 
those who, though prospered for a time, prove 
themselves unworthy of the trust. 

A eonsecration of our property to worthy 
purposes is calculated to protect us against the 
dangers incident to its acquisition, and to aid us 
in maintaining in this regard a good conscience 
towards God and men. These dangers beset us 
on every hand. Although the half is not told, 
our newspapers vie with each other in reciting 
the details of embezzlements, so-called breaches 


zom the faith, and pierced themselves through 
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of trust, frauds in quality, frauds in measure, 
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ing, reckless and unserupulous speoulation, if 


not gambling, in things that have little or no ba- 


«is of value, and in things that affect the daily 
comfort of the poor. Nor are professing Chris- 
tians always free from participation in these 
offences, which violate at once the Saviour's 
command to. love our neighbors as ourselves, 
and the apostolic injunetion to look not every 
man upon his own things, but to look also upon 
the things of others. Evil is not to be done that 


good may come. The cause of religion and be- 


nevolence requires at our hands only that which 


is honestly obtained. What motive, then, has a 
man who seeks gain that he may devote it to the 


good of others, to deviate from the path of rec 


titude and honor? What motive has such a one 
to misrepresent the quality of his wares, or to 


adulterate the articles in which he deals, be they 


milk, or sugar, or tea, or coffee, or flour, or 


spices, or drugs, or to sell shoddy for cloth, or 
eighteen hundred pounds for a ton; or to set be- 
fore his employ6s a denrcraliving example in 
these particulars ? 

A reasonable assurance of prosperity in tem- 
poral things; the satisfaction of knowing that 
we are striving to benefit, tempbrally and 8pirit- 
ually, our fellow-men ; freedom from temptation 
to resort to queationable expedients in acquiring 
wealth ; freedom from that withering, dwarfing, 
cankerous influence upon the heart begotten of 
avarice; exemption from the woes pronounced 
by the Old Testament prophets upon such as 
covet with an evil covetousness, who get riches 
and not by right, who build their houses by un- 
righteousness and their chambers by wrong; a 
villingness to bear our due proportion of the 
public burden of taxation; a peaceful conscience, 
Serenity of soul under perplexities and losses in 
business ; and the hope of God's final approval, 
are some of the advantages resulting from a de- 
rotion of our property to beneficent purposes. 

Now let as consider, 


5. Some of the lessons which seem deducible 
from the preceding conaiderations. 


In our centres of wealth, and to a great ex- 
tent in places where wealth is less abundant, 
*veral lessons seem, in view of this survey, to 
be i impressed. 


As tc personal expenditures. 


The first of these lessons is the desirableness 
of greater economy in expenditure. The line 
of 8eparation between the church and the world 
in the cost of living is not easily discerned. The 
dwellings of our Christian merchants alternate 
on our thoroughfares with those whose occn- 
pants live only for this life. They are as richly 
and as expensively farnished. In the contly 
dornments of art, and in all the appointments 
of luxury and high civilization, they are the

frauds in weight, knavery, trickery, overreach- 
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on too often at hours when the body needs re- 


pose; in country villas occupied but three or 
four months in the year, and in expensive pleas- 
ure travel, many who have named the name of 
Christ are carey less prodigal than those who 
profess him not. As a people, our extravagance 
at home and abroad is notorions—s0 great on 
the part of many who visit Europe, as to attract 
the observation of the wealthy and substantial 
classes, and excite the envy of petty rulers, Is 
there not danger in this, that Christians may ex- 
ceed the limits of prudence, when they consider 
their relations to others, and the power for good 
which money may exert ? 

Those who have discoursed upon the xubject 
of systematic benevolence, and have endeavored 
to determine the proportion of income to be 
given away, have not found the task an easy 
one, To fix upon an unvarying or even a mini- 
mum percentage to be bestowed in eharity, is 
practically impossible. The attempt to do this 
seems to savor somewhat of a legal dispensation 
rather than of the spirit of the Christian dis- 
pensation, which requires a consecration of all 
to the service of the Lord Jezus —a dispensation 
which teaches that, if there be first a willing 
mind, it is accepted according to that a man 
hath, and not according to that he hath not. No 
extended observation is needed to convince us 
that it is often less of a sacrifice for one man to 
give fifty per cent. of his income than for ano- 
ther to give two, and that he who can this year 
readily spare one-third ſor benevolent purposes, 
may next year, through losses in business, or 
other impediments, find it difficult to spare one- 
a | tenth. 

The relations of Giving to Personal Expenses 
are scarcely less difficult to define, than the rela- 
tions of Giving to Income. To say what pro- 
portion of our earnings should be devoted to the 
cause of benevolence, and what proportion to 
the support of ourselves and our families, is not 
an easy matter. So many and 80 varied are the 
conditions which affect this question, that we 
cannot adopt any fixed rule. We can be guided 
only by the circumstances governing individual 
cages, Let me illustrate the idea which I wish 
to set forth by citing a few facts. 

The Rev. Dr. D-—, in an address delivered 
a few days ago in Philadelphia, said that one- 
third | of the available ministerial force of his 
church are employed as home missionaries; that 
these are their best men, not the dregs and re- 
fuse of their clergy ; and that their salaries from 
all sources average about eight hundred dollars. 
Ten of these men, with their families, are sup- 

ported on, or rather are paid, eight thousand 
Jana; ; twenty, sixteen thousand dollars; fifty, 
forty. thousand dollars; one hundred, eighty 


thousand dollars.

Bons who had never heard the gospel, and to 
' whom the Bible was a sealed book, landed upon | Perxons 


the shores of India. A recent visitor to that 
land xays:— | 

„The band of missionaries who were here as | 
zociated in labor seemed almost to be endued 
with the gift of tongues, o succeasfully did they 
devote themselves to the acquisition of languages, 
and tg the translation of the word of God into 
the numerous tongues of the East. They estab- 
lished preases, on which the word of God was 
printed in languages spoken by at Jeast half the 
pagan world. They laid the foundation for a col- 
lege of a bigh order, and erected for it a building 
which even now is regarded as one of the finest 
structures of its kind in India. They procured 
a choice and extensive library, which is a rich 
repoſitory of leurning, and a monument to their 
own enlarged ideas and acquisition. 

A great part of the expense of these enter- 
prises they bore themselves. It may seem won- 
derful that a few poor missionaries could carry 
on such a work; but they were earnest men of 
genius, and they lived and worked for the Mas- 
ter. Dr. Carey received for thirty years more 
than a thousand rupees a month (equal to six 
thousand dollars a year) for his services as pro- 
essor in the College of Fort William, at Calcut- 
ta, and translator to the East India Company; 
Mr. Ward received as much more from the print- 
ing office, and Mr. and Mrs. Marshman about 


" the same from teaching; and yet, while they 


were receiving these princely sums, they ate at 
u common table and drew from the common fund 
only twelve rupees each, or four dollars a month. 
The remainder was devoted, by a mutual con- 
tract, to the purpo e of the mission, and was 
employed in spreading the gospel. The cost of 
the (Chinese verxion alone, which they prepared 
and printed, was twenty thousand pounds ster- 
ling, or one hundred thousand dollars. The 
words of the agreement into which they entered, 


when they entered on their work, were: © Let us 


give ourselves up unrexervedly to this glorious. 
canze. Let us never think that our time, our 
gifts, our strength, our families, or even the 
elathes we wear, are our own.

Again, it is recorded of John Wesley, by one 
of his biographers, that in the early history of 
his ministry his income was thirty pounds per | ter 
annum, of which he appropriated twenty-eight 


for his neo expenses, and gave away two. 


When his income reached sixty pounds he still 


lived on twenty-eight, and gave away thirty-two ; 
and when it reached one hundred and twenty 


- pounds, he continued to live on the came modest 


gum as at the first, and gave awer the remain- 
pgs rang Won cage neg his life, from 


example, or that of the scarcely less illustrious 
previously named ; but between, their 
practice and that of vast numbers at the present 
day, I think there is a golden mean, which we 
should do well to adopt. 

We need not inveigh indiscriminately against 
a moderate enjoyment by Christians of the luxu- 
ries and elegancies of life ; nor suggest that such 
should adopt the unattractive style of living of 
the primitive Quakers. But as Christians, we 
need to guard against the abuse of our blesgings, 
in the light of our obligations to those about us. 


As to the scale of giving. 


Lest the cause of religion and benevolence 
should suffer, is it not the dictate of Christian 
obligation that the scale of our personal expen- 
ses be lowered, in order that the scale of our 
liberality in giving may be greatly elevated ? 
Take two profeasing Christians of equal wealth, 
whose contributions;to objects of benevolence 
are equally small. The first never owns a car- 
riage, and «dom hires one; he rarely goes on 
plensure excursions ; his dress, and that of his 
family, is plain; his yearly expenses are but little 
more than they were in less prosperous days. 
The second is lavish in his expenditure ; he never 
hesitates about investing in such precarious prop- 
erty as horses at one thousand dollars per head; 
and with his family he is always ready foe n 
summer excursion to Newport or Saratoga, 
though during his absence spiders may spin webs 
in both his city and country house. The first is 
«elfish, in that his love for his property is 
supreme; the second is selfish, in that his love 
for himself and his own enjoyment is paramount. 
In God's moral government the conduct of one 
is as culpable as that of the other. Let I can- 
dot help thinking that the selfishneas of the first 
is a little alleviated by his having fallen into a 
rut of economy in all his expenditare, from 
which he cannot easily get out; while the second 
has learned to disburse freely, but only fore him- 
«elf and his. The latter, and the young unmar- 
married church member, who, on a zalary of 
fifteen hundred dollars per annum, orders at one 
time, at a cost of one hundred and fifty dollars, 
two suits of clothes from his tailor, while giving 
but ten dollars to the cause of missions, alike fall 
in some degree at least, under the severe eriticiam 
of a distinguished English prelate, who says that 
the man who spends pounds upon himself, and 
pence upon the cayse of God, is simply a mon- 


Az to the style of our church edifices. 
Closely allied to excessive personal expendi- 
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about the same number at an expense not below 
the amount I have named, While I would not 
intimate that a house can be too good for the ser- 
vice of God, I cannot avoid the conclusion that 
there is much in these elaborately finished 
churches calculated to minister only to our love 
of display, and that it would have been wiser 
had we devoted a very considerable portion of 
the money thus expended to the endowment of 
colleges and t seminaries which are 
suffering for the want of adequate support, and 
thus have strengthened ourselves in that which 
is at the foundation of our highest prosperity. 


As to retiring from business. 


Here again we may ask, Is there one law for 
us and a different one for those who preach the 
gospel ? What would be thought and what 
would be said if our leading pastors, college 
presidents and professors and theological teach- 
ers should, at the age of fifty to fifty-five years, 
withdraw from their work, and locate themselves 
in pleasant villas on the banks of rivers, assign- 
ing as a reason, were such a thing supposable, 
that they had money enough to enable them to 
do 80! President Wayland, when it was re 
ported to him that a certain officer of the col. 
lege was sick, asked, to give expression to his 
views of the scriousness of life, What business 
has any person with such a trust ever to be 
sick? What should we have said had he, in 
the zenith of his fame and acquirements, sudden- 
ly retired to private life? If Christian men have 
all the property they need to make their families 
comfortable, and if their usefulness in the world 
lies chiefly in the direction of accumulating 
money and disbursing it beneficently, it would 
OY seem obligatory upon them to puraue 

their profeaxion, to the end that their earnings 
might be exelusively devoted to the promotion 
of good objects; whether they be the earning» 
of the man in humble life, whose ambition for 
property has been easily satisfied, and whose 
yearly gains will no more than pay for the sup 
port of a theological student, or the earnings of 
one in high position, the fruit of whose labor 
may each year suffice to endow a college or build 
a hospital. 


"As tc the disposition of property. 
The point last named suggests the inquiry, 
how far Christian men are justified in accumulat- 


ing, Sd how they should dispose of their prop- 


erty. It is an occurrence by no means rare, 
that the property of the wealthy is speedily 
aquandered by those who inherit it, and that the 
same estate seldom passes into the hands of the 
third generation. The habits of labor, fore 
Sight, and economy in the father, which en- 
{abled him to acquire, are not transmitted to his 
sons; hence that which coat them no toil is 
seldom properly appreciated, wisely managed, 
or long retained, and too often the influence 
of wealth upon them, in the formation of habits 
destructive to both body and soul, is unmistak- 
ably seen. It would seem, therefore, a wise 
course for Christian fathers to bequeath to their

There are in the Cherokee Nation sixty common 
schools, one geminary (female), and one orphan 259 
lum. All these are sustained by Cherokee school fund. 
As agent I have nothing whatever to do with the 
Schools. There is a school superintendent elected by 
the National Council for the term of two years, who 
has the arrangements of all the public schools in the 
Nation. These schools are not under the direction of 
any religious denomination. It o happens that the 
present superintendent is au irreligious man. I know 
of only four teachers who are Baptista. One of these 
is Mr. 8. S. Stephens, teacher in the Orphan Azylam. 
There may be more, but I do not now recall them. 

There are seven (7) Baptist churches connected with 
this mission, with an aggregate membership of about 
thirteen. hundred. One of these is among the Dela- 
wares, and one among the Freedmen. Freedmen also 
belong to our Cherokee churches, We have fifteen 
meeting houses and a new one just commenced. 

Our ministers are Rev. Frank Howard, Rev, U-yu-aa- 
da, Rev. Geo.

Chamber of Deputies has at last passed the bill 
abolishing all religious corporations.
